A fter it had 
become quiet again the speaker said 
he knew several m em bers 
of

board of tru stees who were about to 
m ake large contributions, and again 
there was much cheering. 
Following 
this, Mr. Rockefeller began to talk to 
the students. 
He said: 


“Students of the U niversity of Chi­ 
cago, w hat can I say to you that will 
enable you to m ake the best of your 
opportunities? 
W hatever your station 
may he hereafter, do not fail to turn 
gratefully to your fam ilies and friends 
who havp stood by you in your strug­ 
gle for an education. 
I en treat you 
not to forget them and do not fail 
as the years go by frequently to ex­ 
press to them your gratitude and re­ 
gard and return to them proof of your 
sincerity and of your unfailing appre­ 
ciation. 
We shall continue in the fu­ 
ture as in the past to need great men 
and women in the com m ercial and 
professional world, but we shail also 
need ju st as much, men and women 
who can and will fill the hum blest po­ 
sitions uncom plainingly and accepta­ 
bly.”

The story of Mrs. B arker may not 
be told now unless counsel finds some 
way which has not yet suggested it­ 
self to introduce it. 
The ruling of 
the court in every instance was pro­ 
nounced quickly and Jersey law yers 
w ere generally of the opinion th a t 
the exceptions Mr. Van W inkle filed 
w ere not such as would upset the re­ 
su lt if there was a conviction. 


The prosecution tried to introduce 
the eye taken from Mr. K eller’s head. 
It was presented in a bottle of alcohol, 
but was barred out as grew som e anu 
having no bearing on the case. 
Dr. 
S trasser, one of the doctors who at­ 
tended Mr. K eller, told of the wounds 
anu gave expert testim ony th a t Mr. 
K eller was shot from behind. 
Mr. Van 
W inkle tried to get the doctor to ad­ 
m it th a t possibly K eller and B arker 
m et face to face, but the doctor stuck 
to his statem ent th a t the shot which 
was the m ost serious w as fired from 
behind. 


Mr. K eller w as u e w itness for tue 
state. He showed the jury his scarred 
face and blinded and injured eyes. 
He insisted in a mild way under cross- 
exam ination th a t the shot which en­ 
tered his head w as fired from behind. 
He said he had spoken to no one and 
inferentially there had been no quar­ 
rel.

W ashington. June 18.—The R ussian 
am bassador. Count. Cassini, has com­ 
m unicated to the state 
departm ent 
m a t in consequence of the action of 
the A m erican governm ent through a 
treasury order of M arch 9 last, ap­ 
plying tariff restrictions against Rus­ 
sian petroleum 
im ported 
into this 
country, 
the 
R ussian 
m inister 
of 
finance, M. dc W itte, has issued an 
order dated June 7 instant, im posing 
the high tariff rate of the R ussian 
schedule on Am erican w hite resin or 
colophon, galipol. w hite resin, under 
article 82 of the Russian law and in­ 
creasing the rate on A m erican bicycles 
under article 173 of the R ussian laws. 


This action is entirely ap a rt from 
th a t taken in connection w ith R ussian 
sugar and is a new developm ent in 
the discrim inatory duties im posed by 
this governm ent and the retaliatory 
duties im posed by Russia. 
The order 
of the R ussian m inister is to take ef­ 
fect next Friday, or two w eeks from 
the date of its issuance. 


At the treasury departm ent it is 
stated th a t the im position of a duty 
on petroleum was not a m atter within 
the discretion of the secretary of the 
treasury, but was made m andatory 
by the Dingley tariff act, which di­ 
rects the secretary, in ease any for­ 
eign country im poses a duty on petro­ 
leum im ported from the U niteu States, 
to take corresponding action. 
This 
governm ent, in com pliance w ith law, 
imposed a duty on Russian petroleum . 
In no sense, it is stated, can this duty 
be regarded as an un ju st discrim ina­ 
tion against RussianV etroleum , as th at 
country took the initiative against the 
A m erican article. 


Had R ussia not taRen‘fRT6 step her 
petroleum would have been adm itted 
to this country free of duty under the 
term s of the tariff act. 


In reply to Count C assini’s 
note, 
which w as transm itted to th e treasury 
departm ent, S ecretary Gage protests 
against the implied contention 
that 
this governm ent’s 
action w as mere 
discrim ination 
against 
haA sia 
and 
adds: 


“I beg leave to subm it for considera­ 
tion th e question w hether th e m eas­ 
ure now adopted by the im perial gov­ 
ernm ent is not incom patible w ith the 
rights of the U nited S tates under the 
existing tre aty of com m erce and navi­ 
gation w ith R ussia.” 


According to the R ussian view the 
duty laid against R ussian petroleum 
is inexplicable from the fact th a t no 
Russian petroleum com es to this coun­ 
try. 
The only article of the kind re- 
ceiveu nere is said to be th a t mixed 
w ith Belgium paraffin. 


It is said the A m erican trade in bi­ 
cycles and 
the resins specified 
is 
quite large in Russia, so th a t the in­ 
creased duties will bear heavily upon 
these branches of the A m erican trade. 
As a resu lt representations are be­ 
ing m ade in behalf of these m anufac­ 
tu rers to the state departm ent to in­ 
tercede w ith R ussia for an abatem ent 
of the high rate. 


The te x t of the R ussian am bassa­ 
dor’s letter, as delivered to th e treas­ 
ury departm ent, follows: 


“W ashington, May 2fi, 1001. 
"S ecretary of State: 


"The federal governm ent having by 
circular dated M arch f>. 1001, applied 
article 626 of the Americnn tariff to 
Russian petroleum , the im perial gov­ 
ernm ent has just inform ed me th a t 
the m inister of finance of Russia has 
taken the requisite steps for the ap ­ 
plication of the advanced rates of duty 
to the following Am erican products 
entered into Russia: 


"1—W hile resin, or colophon, gal­ 
ipol, brew er’s pitch. 
A rticle 82 and 
12) bicycles. 
A rticle 173. paragraph 8. 


"This m easure will go into effect two 
w eeks from the dale ol its prom ulga­ 
tion." 


The present duty on articles under 
th e first head of the resin fam ily is 
30.8 cents per pood, or 3'i.ll2 pounds. 
Bicycles are now taxable at ihe rate 
of $9.26 each. 
The im position of the 
m axim um rate adopted advance these 
figures by Just 30 per cent, presum ing 
th a t the effect of the Rusian decree 
is an application of article 628 of the 
R ussian 
custom 
regulations, whlcn 
was the paragraph applied by the 
R ussian governm ent to American ag ri­ 
cultural m achinery and hardw are in 
return for the requisition for the dif­ 
ferential sugar duties upon Russian 
sugar. 
This latest, retaliation on the 
p art of R ussia em phasized the issue 
which had 
arisen 
previously over 
hu ssian sugar. 
Owing to the tariff 
w ar grow ing out of the sugar decision, 
pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the governm ent through com­ 
m ercial and industrial channels to se­ 
cure an adjustm ent w ith Russia. 


In some cases special interests, m a­ 
chinery in particular, have addressed 
them selves to the adm inistration by 
p e titio n '^ n d letters and through in­ 
fluential senators and representatives 
in congress w ith a view to some ac­ 
tion on the p art of the governm ent 
which will afford th e Russian govern­ 
m ent a basis for the rem oval of re ­ 
strictions upon A m erican exports and 
a recurrence of the old state of af­ 
fairs. 
The situation, however, is such 
th a t the governm ent does not feel n.- 
self able to move in the direction 
desired, at any rate, a t this moment. 


The 
board 
of 
appraisers 
has af­ 
firmed the correctness of the sugar 
decision of the collector of custom s 
and only one possible channel of re­ 
lief rem ains open for m e persons who 
desire to adm it the R ussian sugar on 
its old term s, nam ely, action by the 
judicial branch of the governm ent. 


The executive branch, looking 
to 
t..e disposition of a te st case before 
the suprem e court at the next term — 
for, in view of its International im­ 
portance, such a case will be made 
special—does not see its way clear to 
take any steps now th a t m ight preju­ 
dice the case in advance.

She testified th a t after Mrs. Castle 
had read her dying statem ent she was 
asked w hether or not it was true. 


“She nodded in the affirmative," said 
the witness, "and lifted her right han l 
as one taking an oath.” 


The dying statem ent of Mrs. Castle 
was presented by- the prosecution at 
the afternoon session. 
Attorneys for 
Miss Morrison objected to the Introduc­ 
tion of the statem ent, but Judge Aik- 
m en adm itted the statem ent almost en­ 
tirely saying th a t he believed that it 
was the statem ent of Clara Wiley Cas­ 
tle and m ade at a tim e when she be­ 
lieved herself in the presence of death.

THE DEMOCRATIC VIEW OF THE 
CONSTITUTION. 
T 


h e r e c e n t decision of the suprem e court is 
not only a vindlbation of the coufse the adm in­ 
istration has been pursuing, but it is also an in­ 
dorsem ent of the broader view of the C onstitu­ 
tion which has been held by the Republican party and to 
which the D em ocratic party has been opposed- 
Comm onting on 
the 
decision 
some days ago the 
G azette said th a t the view taken by the London News, 
th a t the decision w as not progress ljut retrogression was 
in effect a statem ent th a t the height of liberty is to bind 
the will of a free people in the bonds of a lifeless and in- 
expansive instrum ent in w riting. 
And now com es the El Paso County Democrat, pub­ 
lished in this city, declaring th a t the G azette has said 
in effect th a t it is the acm e of bondage to hold a 
people to the obedience of a w ritten constitution. 
The question is one concerning which there is room 
for argum ent, but it is not necessary to m isinterpret the 
position of either side. 
It is not a question as to w hether 
there should be a w ritten constitution nor as to w hether it 
should be obeyed and revered, but the question is as to 
the nature of th at instrum ent, its interpretation and its 
relation to our national life and progress. 
The question is not w hether the Constitution should 
be obeyed, but w hether the Constitution is living or life­ 
less, w hether it is rigid and inexpansive or progressive 
and adaptable to the changing conditions of our national 
career. 
Because th e suprem e court of the United S tates has 
not indorsed his narrow views. Mr. Bryan declares that 
the decision denies the necessity for a w ritten constitu­ 
tion and th a t it is defended by reasoning that will destroy 
constitutional liberty in th e U nited States. 
T here is no 
excuse for such a statem ent. The decision of the suprem e 
court is th at territories annexed to the U nited States 
by the treaty-m aking pow er (the senate and president) 
do not, and their inhabitants do not. become entitled to 
all th e privileges, rights 
and 
responsibilities of the 
U nited States until the representatives of the peopie in 
congress acting under the Constitution, receive them into 
m em bership In the union, and that congress may. for 
an indefinite period, pass law s for those territories w ith­ 
out regard to certain provisions of the Constitution that 
are applicable only to the states or to such territories as 
have been included w ithin th e ir m eaning by an act of 
congress. 
That is the decision In its essential meaning, 
b u t in the broader view it is a declaration th at the Con­ 
stitution is the expressed will of a free people com petent 
to exercise all the functions of sovereignty and inde­ 
pendent national existence, and th a t it is not a lifeless 
and inexpansive fetter upon their acts. 
It is true th at the C onstitution expressly provides that 
all powers not expressly granted to the federal govern­ 
m ent are reserved to the states, but w here a power Is 
m anifestly an attrib u te of independent sovereignty and 
it is m anifestly im possible that such a power can be 
exercised by the states it m ust be concluded that it has 
passed as a p art of the general grant to the federal gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Such a power is that to possess and to ad­ 
m inister colonies. 
It is one of the powers of an inde­ 
pendent nation th at has never been disputed. 
If our 
federal governm ent does not possess it, then the separate 
states in th e ir individual capacity do possess It, for 
it would be one of the powers reserved to them at the 
tim e the federal governm ent w as organized. 
The Demo­ 
cratic theory would adm it the right of psesldent and sen­ 
ate to annex territo ries and to adm it th eir inhabitants to 
full rights and privileges as citizens of the United States, 
b ut it would deny to the representatives of the people 
th e rig h t to lim it our citizenship to those w orthy of it 
and it would apportion the right to m aintain and govern 
colonies to the several states and not to the federal 
governm ent. 
W e cannot believe but th a t the future will bring the 
trium phant dem onstration of the wisdom and soundness 
o£ the position taken by the m ajority of the suprem e 
court, and we are certain th a t the effect of th a t decision 
■ will be to add to the esteem and the reverence which 
th e A m erican people have for their Constitution. 
It is 
because it is living and not dead, because it is expansive 
an d adaptable to enlarged conditions and progressive 
needs, th a t this wonderful charter of our liberties rem ains 
stead fast and unchallenged as the suprem e authority of 
our national affairs. 
W ere it otherw ise, were it w hat 
th e D em ocratic party insists th a t it is, we may be sure 
th a t our national life is too vigorous to be bound in fetters 
forged a hundred and twenty-flve years ago, and that 
th e will of our people in w hich the Constitution was con­ 
ceived and from which it derived its authority would be 
com petent to m ake such changes in the w ritten instru­ 
m en t as from tim e to tim e becam e necessary to our na­ 
tio n al w elfare and progress. 


WHY PRESIDENT M’KINLEY DECLINED. 
C 


OPIES of eastern papers recently received here 
give m uch interesting inform ation in regard to 
the declaration by P resident M cKinley against 
the third term proposal of S enator Depew, Con­ 
gressm an G rosvenor and others. 
The cabinet m eeting which was sum m oned on Mon­ 
day to consider "a personal m a tte r” was for the purpose 
of subm itting th e president’s statem ent to his official 
fam ily, but there w as no question as to w hat the presi­ 
d en t’s wish and judgm ent in the m atter was. 
The only 
question in so far as there w as a question, w as w hether 
it w as proper for th e president to m ake this statem ent 
a t th is time. 
The m em bers of the cabinet, it is said, urge^ the 
president to consider th a t this public announcem ent of 
his sentim ents would forever block the way of his am ­ 
bition if it could a t any future tim e incline tow ards a 
th ird term . 
A ccording to th e Chicago Record-Herald, when the 
p resident's w ritten statem en t was read one m em ber of 
th e cabinet said: 
“Mr. President, if you publish that you will burn 
all your bridges behind you. 
Once that is given out a 
third term becom es an im possibility. 
That is a pledge 
which you can never break, no matter what circum­ 
stances arise. 
Do you wish to do that—is it neccssary to 
do this?” 
T he reply of th e president w as th a t he w ished to 
burn his bridges behind him . 
T h at was the purpose of 
the statem ent. 
H e w ished to leave no doubt in the mind 
of any A m erican citizen as to his attitude, there being 
no doubt In his own m ind. 
W as it delicatc and seem ing 
to th u s ta k e th e A m erican people into his confidence? 
T h at w as w h at he w anted advice upon from his friends. 
“I w ant to do the best I can for the country,” said 
the president, "and I do not w ant to be hampered in work­ 
ing’ out these problems by any misunderstanding as to 
my own position. 
I do not w ant the people to be in 
doubt whenever I make a movç as to whether I am do­ 
ing that for them or for m yself. 


“If this third term is not settled in some way or 
other a g reat m any people will believe there is som ething 
in it. They will say th ere m ust be some fire w here there 
is so m uch smoke. 
E verything we do will be subjected 
to analysis and criticism , not upon its m erits, but upcfti 
its bearing or supposed bearing upon my poUtical future. 
1 do not w ant any such situation, and this is the ri'ason 
why I think it advisable to give to tho public ibis state­ 
m ent concerning my attitude," 
AH the m em bers of the cabinet ptvseat jcsve tiieir 
approval to the plan and ac iv n iiasiy the statem ent was 
made public. 
The general verdict of tho country has beon that tho 
president w as entirely sincere ia his statem ent, suu 
th a t he has done a very wise tlsin,a as well as a very pii- 
trlotlc thing In m aking his statem ent at the present time. 
The adm inistration has a ».iiificuU task before it in 
the next four years, and is can serve the country to much 
b etter advantage if it is nos em barrassed by partisan 
struggles and schemini:. 
The country is especially for­ 
tunate in having at the bead of national affairs at such 
a tim e one who is nos only TOmr>e!ent to deal w ith these 
problem s with 
but who is rem oved from the 
suspicion.ot seiiishness and personal am bition. 
, 


BENEFITS OF PROTECTION. 


I 


T WOULD BE difficult to find in Am erican history 
any exam ple of a more com plete dem onstration of a 
political theory in actual practice than is to be found 
in the record of protection in this country. 
The 
protectionists started w ith the assum ption th a t Am erican 
w age-earners w ere entitled to a higher scale of paym ent 
than was received by sim ilar workmen in European coun­ 
tries, and the further assum ption that if the homo m ar­ 
ket w ere secured to Am erican m anufacturers it would be 
only a question of a com paratively short tim e when they 
wouUi be able to furnish their product at less than the 
cost of sim ilar articles in Europe and to undersell the 
European m anufacturers in the neutral m arkets of the 
world. 


The theory of the prntectinnists was th at by the pay­ 
ment of a superior scale of wages the Am erican work­ 
man would stirpass his European com petitor in physical, 
intellectual and moral health, that the better paid man 
wouiu 
he the better led man, that he would be better 
educated and more intelligent, that he would be more in­ 
ventive, more sliillfiil, more tasteful and more consci­ 
entious in his work. 
They believed further th a t under 
favorable circum stances the superior workman could 
and would produce superior goods, that tho increased 
am ount of w ages wo\ild lie more than com pensated for by 
sufieriority in quality and m agnitude of the pronuct, and 
th at the superior mind w orking in the superior body could 
be relied on for superior results. 
They also took into ac­ 
count. these pioneer protectionists, the g reat superiority 
of our country in its stores of raw m aterial, the coal and 
Iron and copper, gold, silver, lead and other m etals, its 
agricultural products of wool and cotton, grain and tneats, 
its im m ense resources in woods, and all the other natural 
resources upon which there m ight be founded a diversified 
Industry and a world-wide com merce. 
Already the younger generation finds It som ew hat 
difficult to follow understandingly the argum ents of the 
free traders in the decades im m ediately following the civil 
war, but m general it may be stated th at their argum ent 
was that a tax upon foreign goods was a tax upon the 
Am erican consumer, th a t the governm ent had no right 
to compel any Am erican custom er to pay more for any 
article than it was w orth in the open m arket anyw here 
in the world, and th a t our true national policy w as to 
produce only the things th a t we could m ake cheaper 
than anyone else. 


In his second term of oflice President Cleveland did 
the country one inestim able service, for he dem onstrated 
m ost thoroughly th a t not only w ere the free trade theories 
opposed to our Interests, but th a t they w ere utterly im ­ 
possible of execution. P rotection had become so much of 
an A m erican principle and had already produced such 
rem arkable results 
th a t a congress and a president 
elected upon a platform th a t 
contained am ong other 
things a distinct plank denouncing protection as robbery 
and declaring In favor of a tariff for revenue only, w as 
not able to establish any tariff but a protective one, while 
the utter and disastrous failure of the modifications they 
introduced w ere a lesson not soon to be forgotten of the 
danger of entrusting the care of our protective tariff sys­ 
tem to its avowed enemies. 


It is w orth while recalling these things a t the present 
tim e because it now appears th a t the old attack upon the 
tariff is to be resum ed not openly but under a disguise at 
the next congressional election. 
The D em ocratic party 
proposes to strike a t the tru sts by destroying all but the 
m ost solidly established of our industries, the ones in fact 
th at are most likely to be controlled by the trusts. 
There is also a strong m ovem ent under way to mod­ 
ify our tariff laws In such a way as to prom ote Am erican 
trade in foreign countries by m eans of reciprocity treaties, 
and this wise proposition will undoubtedly be m ade use 
of as another disguise by the enem ies of the protective 
system . 


There is therefore special need for the friends of pro­ 
tection to be on their guard. W e should never forget the 
benefits th a t protection has conferred upon this country, 
we should insist th at the protective principle be retained 
as a part of our national policy for the upholding of the 
American wage scale and the upbuilding of additional 
industries. 
And we should insist th at the disastrous m is­ 
take of 1892 should not be repeated and th a t th e modifi­ 
cation of the tariff should not be com m itted to those 
who have no better system than th a t of favoritism 
and discrim ination against one industry for th e benefit 
of another. 


Scientific and intelligent protection m ust be syste­ 
m atic and im partial. 
It m ust be based upon broad prin­ 
ciples and it m ust aim a t results th a t are for th e benefit 
of the whole country. 
If the tariff is to .b e modified it 
should be by the party th a t has created the protective 
tariff and made it a success, and not by the p arty th at 
has alw ays opposed it and would still stand for free trade 
if the course of events had not brought such a vindica­ 
tion of protection th a t not even the D em ocracy is able to 
ignore it.

THE GROWTH OF THE COLLEGE. 
T 


h e annual m eeting of th e board of college trustées, 
held in the m idst of th e festivities of com m ence­ 
m ent week, becomes year by year a m ore serious 
and im portant occasion—the tim e in w hich the 
plans of a largo and grow ing business enterprise are ad­ 
justed to another year's dem ands. The fact th a t the busi­ 
ness is not one of m oney-making detracts not a w hit from 
its serious character when we reflect th a t it is a business 
of m an-m aking; and, besides having an ultim ate aim of so 
much concern to the state, deals by the way in m any m at­ 
ters which vitally affcct the w elfáre of our com munity. 
The prosperity of the college has been rem arkable. 
The grow th which eastern in stitutions m ade by a slow 
process of accretion, the w estern college m ust achieve 
by rapid expansion, or be left fa r behind in the race. The 
la tte r alternative is one th a t the tru stees of our college 
do not debate. 
Them selves unaccustom ed to rearw ard 
places, they are led at p resent by a man who formed 
years ago a m ental picture of a noble university, and year 
by year has caused his picture to tak e on a fuller outw ard 
em bodiment, so that at each anniversary it is seen pass­ 
ing on to its com plete m aterial fulfillm ent w ith the added 
im petus of the last year’s success. 
Thus it is that in some respects ours is already over­ 
taking eastern institutions. 
The num ber of students on 
the college cam pus this year is about the sam e as a t Am­ 
herst or D artm outh or Bowdoin. 
The exchange of stu ­ 
dents between equal grades in such colleges as these and 
our own corroborates other Indications of parity of rank. 
The new Science building so much spoken of during the 
last year or two, while it existed on paper only, is now 
very quietly em erging from th a t stage to take on the sub­ 
stantial form of brick and m ortar, so disposed as to pre­ 
sent facilities of equipm ent w ortny to be com pared with 
any. 
For secure and perm anent success, however, it is 
obvious that another elem ent is needful, in w hich the 
older institutions named are still distinctly the superiors 
of Colorado college, 
A m herst has ? 1.600.000 endow ­ 
m ent; 
Bowdoin has $1,.300,000; 
nartm outh, $2,300,000. 
These figures, coupled with the evident tru th th a t a given 
article, for which money has to be paid, cannot be per­ 
m anently produced at Colorado Springs at greatly lower 
prices than it co.sts elsewhere, show th a t P resident Slo­ 
cum was m aking no extrav ag an t dem and w hen a t yes­ 
terday's m eeting of the tru stees he asked for a million 
dollar endowment. 
Some tim e ago a million dollars was 
a fabulous am ount of money. 
The United S tates has 
reached the era of a million dollar salary, and in this 
age a million dollar college endow m ent is no astonishing 
wealth. 
On tho contrary, the college which cannot ob­ 
tain it is either a m ediocre affair of low am bitions, or 
else it is one, which, having proposed a noble aim. has 
broken down in the attem pt to realize it, ruined by its 
own ill-appreciated and unsupported prosperity. 


JUDGE PALMER AND THE MINISTERS. 


T 


h e attendance of a very large num ber of dele­ 
gates at the Transm ississlppi congress is al­ 
ready assured. 
At least 12 states have already 
declared th e ir Intention of being p resent by 
duly accredited delegates, and the la tcsi Inform ation is 
th a t H aw aii and th e P hilippines m ust be added to the 
list. 
It seem s strange a t first thought to consider these 
Pacific possessions as a p art of the transm ississlppi do­ 
m ain, of w hich we form a p art and w ith w hich our in­ 
te rests are closely connected. 
Y et surely those islands 
belong to no other section, and we have already learned 
th a t they form a very im p o rtan t elem ent in determ ining 
otir future policy and interests. 
The presence of the delegates from Honolulu and 
Manila at the Cripple Creeli congress will be an object 
lesson to us and one that w e m ay profitably consider.

UDGE PALMER of the d istrict court of A rapahoe 
county recently issued two injunctions ag ain st the 
police departm ent of Denver. 
One of them w as to 
restrain the police from in terfering with tho sale 
of liquor by a certain restau ran t on Sunday, the other 
to prevent the police from stopping the sale of liquor to 
women at saloon bars. 
W hatever may be thought of the stric t legality of 
these judicial acts, there is no doubt th a t they wore op­ 
posed to public m orality and contrary to the ideas gen­ 
erally prevalent am ong our people, and it is not su rp ris­ 
ing th a t new spapers, clergym en and others should have 
been outspoken in their com m ents and should have de­ 
nounced these injunctions as opposed to the public wel­ 
fare and calculated to bring the courts into dlsr'epute 
am ong right-m inded people. 
And on the o ther hand it is 
not surprising th at Judge Palm er, sm arting under the 
criticism s of some who w ere led by ju st indignation be­ 
yond the strict bounds of propriety, should have taken 
occasion to em phasize the rights of the court to respect 
and have intim ated the possibility th a t they m ight be 
called to account for some of th eir accusations against 
him. 
Public m orality has always been recognized as one 
of the elem ents to bo taken into consideration in the ac­ 
tion of courts. 
S trict im partiality is the function of the 
law only betw een those who stand on an equal footing, 
"A gainst good m orals” Is a determ ining facto r In m any 
cases and the discretion th a t is given to the judges and 
continually exercised by them ought to be used fo r the 
public interest. 
If Judge P alm er takes the position th at 
the liquor sellers of Denver have rig h ts under the law th at 
he is bound to respect as long as the law rem ains as it is, 
his position is one th a t cannot be disputed, but if he 
takes the ground th a t the liquor seller who is trying to 
sell liquor on Sunday in the face of police regulation, or 
the liquor seller who insists on serving women a t an open 
bar in violation of the moral sentim ent of the com m unity 
is entitled to the sam e consideration from his court as 
the police aulhorilies or the anti-saloon league, then he 
la adopting a w rong and dangerous position and it is high 
tim e th a t the forces of law and order should begin such 
action as will result in placing the au thority of th e courts 
in safer hands. 
Judge Palm er fu rth er w eakens his position by d rag­ 
ging equal suffrage into the question, 
“if the wom en in­ 
sist on voting, they should be allow ed to drink w hisky at 
a bar,” is a fair sum m ary of an argum ent w hich rnay fitly 
be characterized as brutal unreason. 
It w as one of the 
chief argum ents in favor of woman suffrage th a t It would 
introduce a refining and an elevating influence into our 
political affairs. 
The presence of women v o ters and of 
women office holders it w as stated, would m ake our 
com m unities b etter and our society mo.-e m oral. 
T hat 
ought to be true, and it is tru e to a very large extent. 
W hen viomen attend our county conventions th e result 
id not th a t the women smoke, but th a t th e m en cease 
sm oking. 
And th e presence of women a t th e polls 
ought to result, not in the throw ing open of th e avenues 
of vice w ithout restriction to both sexes, but in g reater 
care in closing the path of evil influence to th e young and 
in uplifting the m oral tf>ne of the en tire com m tinity. 
W e suspect, however, th a t in his indignation a t his 
critics, Judge P alm er has been led into an attitu d e th at 
in his calm er m om ents he would not assum e. Judges are 
too often criticized for acts which they a re directed by 
the law to perform , and intim ations of im proper m otives 
are often m ade w ithout any good reason. 
N othing is to 
be gaineu by such accusations, and except in cases' w here 
no doubt exists, our judges should be given cre d it for a 
desire to uphold and enforce the law, to prom ote m orality 
and to advance the public w elfare w henever th e pow er to 
do so is com m itted to them by the law. 
•

w ork rem ains to be done in th e organization and estab 
llshm ent of th e new governm ent, and until th a t is com­ 
plete the Unitesi ¿ta te s will continue to exercise th e au­ 
thority necessary for the proper conduct of the affairs of 
the island. 
The establishm ent of a nativ e governm ent in Cuba is 
largely a m atter of experim ent. 
It is not known to w hat 
extent the Cubans are capable of self-governm ent, nor 
v/hether th ey will be able to conduct th e affairs of the 
islands in such a way as to avoid bankruptcy and an ­ 
archy. 
C om petent and im partial observers differ in th eir 
conclusions upon this subject, and nothing but the course 
of events can prove which of them is right. 
In undertaking th eir new duties and responsibilities 
the Cubans will have th e sincere good w ishes of th e 
A m erican people. 
It su its us m uch b etter th a t the Cu­ 
bans should retain their Independence and shoiild be re­ 
sponsible for the conduct of th e ir local affairs, rath er 
th an th a t the U nited S tates should assum e the ta sk of 
m aintaining order and keeping up th e governm ent of 
Cuba. 
Any interference in the affairs of Cuba by our 
governm ent, either according 
to th e w ording of the 
P latt resolutions or otherw ise, w ill be conditioned upon 
a necessity involving our vital in terests, and th a t action 
will have as its object the w elfare of the Cubans as well 
as our own.

h e action of the Cuban constitutional convention 
in adopting the Platt resolutions as a' part of 
the organic law of that Island m akes ;the es 
tabllshm ent of an independent Cuban, native 
government merely a matter of routine and a reasonable 
length of time.

States troops w ill be withdrawn and the United^ States

h e a c t i o n of the city council of P hiladelphia 
in giving franchises w orth m illions of dollars free 
to political associates of th e city officials leads to 
the conclusion th a t th ere is not m uch choice 
between the city th a t is ruled by th e corporations and 
the city th a t is ruled by the gang. 
Of the two possibly the gang does the least hartn. for 
its benefits are more widely distributed, and its misgov- 
ernm ont is more popular in its ch aracter than th a t 
w here the public utilities are given as perquisites to 
corporations th at happen to have the requisite pull. 
F or the general public, how ever, th ere is not m uch to 
choose betw een D em ocratic New York or Chicago and 
Republican Philadelphia. 
In all three of them public 
power is prostituted to unw orthy ends, and the public 
w elfare is only considered as a secondary m atter. 
And 
i' does not make much difference to the man whn is being 
plucked w hether his spoil goes into th e pockets of the 
corporation corm orant or tho gang vulture. 
It is tru e of course th at it is the public more than 
anyone else who is to blam e for th ese evils. The power 
ic with the people and they can reform the evils w hen­ 
ever they choose to do so. 
But in order to secure these 
reform s it is necessary to have a standard of public 
m orality and intelligence th a t the g reat cities of the 
country do not seem to possess, and it Is necessary also 
to arouse public sentim ent to a real know ledge of w hat 
is being done as a prelim inary to proper action. 
T nere 
i=i some hope th a t this m ay be done in Philadelphia, in 
which respect th a t city prom ises b etter than eith er New 
York or Chicago. 


AN IRRIGATION CONVERT.

H ER E is a t least one eastern new spaper man 
w ith a w estern view of irrigation. 
Among the 
m em bers of the p residential p arty on the trip to 
Arizona was Mr. H arry I. W est of the W ashing­ 
ton Post, and this is w hat he has to say of his experi­ 
ence: 
Im agine a desolate d esert extending for hun­ 
dreds and hundreds of m iles in every direction, 
w hereon nothing grow s but the cactus and the 
scrubby m esquite. 
Then Imagine, in the m idst 
of th is desert, a few square m iles of beautiful 
green fields, w ith trees th a t afford grateful shade 
and 
charm 
eyes 
w earied 
w ith 
interm inable 
stretch es of sandy w astes. 
E veryw here else is 
the barren sand, so hot th a t it burns the feet 
through thick shoes, and as desolate and forbid­ 
ding as D ante’s purgatory. 
Off ag ain st the hori­ 
zon rise the bleak and b arren sides of rugged 
m ountains, em phasizing the u tte r desolation. 
T his oasis is Phoenix. 
O verhead the ever- 
shining sun pours down its glorious and brilliant 
light, flooding the atm osphere w ith gold. The sky 
is a w onderful tin t of blue. 
The air is as clear 
as crystal. 
M ountains 100 m iles aw ay look close 
a t hand, and peaks th a t are as far from Phoenix 
as B altim ore is .from W ashington seem w ithin 
rifle-shot distance. 
The life-giving w ater which has reclaim ed the 
d esert is brought from far-distant reservoirs and 
spreads over the fields in sm all canals and fu r­ 
rows. 
F or about 30 m iles in each direction the 
oasis extends, there being no w ater beyond, but 
w ithin th ese 30 m iles th ere arc acres and acres 
of green fields and luxuriant orchards. 
T his country would be absolutely perfect if it 
had w ater. 'W ashington people who see the Poto­ 
mac river, a mile wide, flowing by th eir doors, 
do not appreciate w hat it m eans to live in a 
country w here w ater is brought a score of miles, 
as it is a t Phoenix. 
Every drop of w'ater m eans' 
the expenditure of money. 
It is a curious fact th a t to strik e w ater in 
A rizona is alm ost as fortu n ate as to find gold. 
Some of these days th e national legislature 
will aw ake to the fact th a t a few m ilions spent 
in building dam s in the m ountain canons for the 
storage of w ater will do m ore good th an the sam e 
am ount of money spent for shallow creeks and 
w orthless harbors in the east. 
It would be a 
national blessing if th e en tire congress could be 
brought out here and shown how m uch irrig a­ 
tion m eans for this country. 
L iterally, the d esert 
has been m ade to blossom like th e rose. 
The 
virgin soil is full of fertility as soon as w ater 
touches it, and th e con stan t sun does th e rest. 
It is irrigation th a t has m ade Phoenix an oasis 
in the desert. 
Thus far the num ber of reclaim ed 
acres are com paratively few. The tim e will come 
when, in the enactm ent of wise and necessary 
legislation, th e whole d esert will be green and 
fruitfuL 
T here Is w ater enough in the m ountains during 
th e rainy season to irrig ate thousands and thou­ 
sands of square miles, if it is only stored and 
carefully fed to the th irsty land. And when th is 
tim e com es, as it assuredly will, A rizona will not 
be a d esert state. It will be a country of flourish­ 
ing farm s, occupied by a healthy, happy, prosper­ 
ous people. 
W hen the announcem ent of th e p resident’s w estern 
trip w as m ade th e G azette prom ptly called attention to 
the benefit th a t would be derived from the knowledge 
gained by the presidential p arty of the results of irriga­ 
tion in the west. The article in th e P o st shows th a t our 
estim ate w as not an exaggerated one, and it is now a 
m atter for general reg ret th a t the presidential trip was 
cu t sh o rt before It w as com pleted. 
It is to bo hoped, 
however, th a t w hat the m em bers of the party saw in 
A rizona and N ew Mexico will be tak en as illustrative of 
th e facts throiighout th e arid region and th a t th e cause 
o( irrigation w ill find som e strong supporters as a resu lt 
of th e -trip.

The Fuel com­ 
pany have fallen heir to the immense 
tie and lum ber contracts of the M ax­ 
well company in the purchase of the 
Colorado portion of the g ran t will ex­ 
tend their railroad from Its present 
term inus to th e heavy tim ber region 
of the Ponil park. From there through 
the Costilla pass to the San Luis valley 
is a route over which the railroads 
could hp built w ithout the heavy ex­ 
pense usually attached to the construct­ 
ion of m ountain railroads and a coun­ 
try would be entered rich in resources 
every mile of the way. The ores of the 
La Belle, Elizabethtow n and Red R iver 
districts would find a m arket in T rin­

railroad but an additional dem and tor 
our coal and coke. 
In addition to this 
the business th at would be given the 
road from farm ers of the San Luis 
valley would be enormous, as they could 
reach the seaboard by a direct route 
instead of the long haul over the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande, There isn’t a b et­ 
tor railroad proposition in the whole 
country than this proposed line and we 
believe that it will be built at once,

As a general prop­ 
osition, the city ought undoubtedly to 
secure all the w-ater it can, for our 
population Is limited by the w ater sup­ 
ply; and if we can get enough w ater for 
fifty thousand people, fifty thousand we 
shall soon have. 
The city ought not, 
however, to expend money foolishly, or 
pay more than things are really w orth. 
If the Seven Lakes site is all th a t Is 
claimed for it. it is cheap a t the price 
asked: but th a t ought to be made very 
sure beliore the city takes it; and there 
cught to be a very close approxim ation 
to the cost of the tunnel and other work 
necessary to deliver the w ater after it 
is impounded.—(.Colorado Springs E v­ 
ening Mail.

ARRESTED ON HIS TRAIN 


Pittsburg. Pa,, .lune 16. —lOdmund C. 
Converse of the executive board of the 
'■Dnitod Slates Kteel corporation, form­ 
erly prsident of the National Tube 
company, was arrested at (Jreensburg 
Junction on the I’ennsylvania road at 
4 o'clock SatuKlay afternoon, taken 
from the special train in which he 
lia s been touring the country for sev­ 
eral weeks visaing the various plants 
of the billion dollar tru st with a large 
party of oflicials, and arraigned at 
tJrecnsbiirg, where he W'as (ompelled 
to give liond for his appearance the 
first Monday in September, 
Converse was arrested on a w rit is­ 
sued 
by th W estmoreland court at 
tho suit of Jam es L. Dcveiiny of Mc- 
JCeuBpoil, cluiiri'iiM him wiiii m isap­ 
propriating the proceeds of the sale 
of 3,990 shares of the capital stock 
of the M('Keesport, D tiquesne & Wil- 
m erding S treet Railway company. Oe- 
venny held the m ajority of stock in 
the road and several hundred shares 
In trust. 
He alleges that in F ebru­ 
ary. 1896. Converse secured the stock 
from him, sold it for about $10il,U i.u, 
but failed to account for the receipts, 
Devenny says he has m ade repeated 
dem ands for his share of the money 
and m a t Converse has failed to re- 
Bpond. 
L ast January Mr, Devenny 
began 


equity proceedings against the steel 
m agnate, hut Converse has kept him ­ 
self outside the jurisdiction of the 
Allegheny county courts. 
On S atur­ 
day, when he passed through M cKees­ 
port, Devenny saw him and started 
alter him. 
Converse got out of the 
city and over the line into W estm ore­ 
land county 
before 
Devenny could 
serve a writ on him. 
Devenny, know­ 
ing that Converse's special car would 
have to go through 
O reensburg to 
reach the main line of the Pennsyl­ 
vania. took a short cut to th a t town, 
Hf' secured attorneys and when 
Mr. 
Converse's train arrived at the junc­ 
tion Mr. Devenny was aw aiting him 
with 
the sheriff 
of 
W estm oreland 
foiinty !)nd i’onatabie Col;:ns of Me 
K eesport. 
The special train was not supposed 
to stop al th junction but was flagged 
by order of the sheriff. 
The party 
boarded the train and Mr. Converse, 
much to his surprise, was placed un­ 
der arrest. 
He w ent with the party 
to the office of D evenny's attorneys in 
G reensbiirg and furnished bail for his 
appearance in the W estm oreland court 
on Septem ber 2.

COUNT VON BUELOW’S SPEEC 


An Eloquent Tribute to the Iron Cha 
cellor—An Immense Concourse 
Witnessed the Ceremony.

Resins and Bicycles Are Subjects of 


Increased Rate—Emphasizes the 


Breach Over Sugar. 


Washington, June 18.—The Russian

tho American government through a 
treasury order ot March 9 last, ap- 
plying tariff restrictions against Rus- 
sian petroleum imported 'into this 
country, 
the 
Russian 
minister of 


finance, M. de Wltte, has Issued an 
order dated June 7 instant, imposing 
the high tariff rate of the Russian 
schedule on American white resin or 
colophon,, gallpol, white resin, under 
article 82 of the Russian law and In- 
creasing the rate on •American bicycles 
under article 173 of the: Russian laws. 


This action Is entirely apart from 


that taken in connection with Russian 
sugar, and is a new development in 
the discriminatory duties imposed by 
this government and .the..retaliatory 
duties imposed by Russia.'• The order 
of the Russian minister is to take ef- 
fect next Friday, or two weeks from 
the date of its issuance. 


At the treasury department it is 


stated that the imposition of a duty 
on petroleum was not|a matter within 
the discretion of the secretary of< the 
treasury, but was made mandatory 
by the Dingley tariff;act, which di- 
rects the secretary, in: case any .for- 
eign country imposes a duty on petro- 
leum imported from the'Uhiteu States, 
to take corresponding- action. This 
government, In compliance with law, 
imposed a duty on Russla'n petroleum.

The text of the Russian ambassa- 


dor's letter, as delivered to the treas- 
ury department, follows:

"The federal government having by 


circular dated March 9, 1901, applied 
article 626 of the American tariff to 
Russian petroleum, the imperial gov- 
ernment has just Informed me that 
the minister of finance of Russia has 
taken the requisite steps for the ap- 
plication of the advanced rates of duty 
to the following American products 
entered into Russia: 


"1—White resin, or colophon, gal- 


ipol, .brewer's pitch. Article 82 and 
(2) bicycles. Article 173, paragraph 8. 


"This measure will go into effect two 


weeks from the date of its promulga- 
tion."

The present duty on articles under 


the first head of the resin family is 
30.8 
cents per ;pood, or 36.112 pounds. 


Bicycles are now taxable at the rate 
of $9.26 each., The imposition of the 
maximum rate adopted advance these 
figures by just 30 per cent, presuming 
that the effect of the Ruslan decree 
Is an application of article 628 of the 
Russian custom 
regulations, whica 


was the paragraph applied by the 
Russian government to American agri- 
cultural machinery and hardware In 
return for the requisition for the dif- 
ferential sugar 'duties upon Russian 
sugar, This-latest retaliation on the 
part of'Russia emphasized the Issue 
which had" 'arisen 
previously over 


Kussian sugar. ' Owing, to. the tariff 
war growing out of the sugar decision, 
pressure has been' brought to bear 
upon the government through com- 
mercial and industrial channels to se- 
cure an adjustment with Russia. 


In some cases special Interests, ma- 


chinery-In particular, have addressed 
themselves to .the administration by 
•petltipuntnd.-Ietters and' through In- 
fluential senators'arid representatives 
In congress; with a view to some ac- 
tion on the part of the government 
which will afford the Russian govern- 
ment'a basis for the removal of re- 
strictions upon American exports and 
a recurrence of the old state of at- 
, fairs.' The situation, however, is such 
that the government does not feel it- 
self able to move in the direction 
desired, at any rate, at this moment. 


The board of appraisers has af- 


firmed the correctness of the sugar 
decision of the collector of customs 
and only one possible channel of re- 
lief remains open for cue persons who 
desire to admit the Russian sugar on 
Its old terms, namely, action by the 
judicial branch of the government. 
the executive branch, looking to 


l-e disposition of a test case before 
the supreme court at the next term—• 
for, 
in view of its International im- 


portance, such a case will be made 
special—does not see Its way clear to 
take any steps now that might preju- 
dice the case in advance. 


The danger in this situation is to 


be .found ,111 the probable growth of 
ill-feeling between commercial inter- 
ests in Russia and the United States, 
which in the end may affect political 
relations unfavorably. Yet even this 
consideration Is said to be Insufficient 
to warrant the administration in de- 
parting from the negative policy above 
outlined.

DEATH OF 


H. S. PINGREE 


Famous Ex-Governor of Michigan 


Passed Away in London. 


HIS SON WAS AT HIS BEDSJDE 


Wife and Daughter Were Not Present 


—Death Caused by Cancer of 


Intestines.

* London. June 18.—Ex-Governor 
* Hazen S. Plngree, of Michigan, 
* died here tonight at 11:35.

His son was the only one pres- 
* ent at the time. Tho attending 
* doctor left Mr. Pingree's bedside 
* at about 11:15 promising to re- 
* turn shortly. 
* 
H. S. Plngree, Jr., who had 
* been watching at his father's 
* side for four days and who has 
* not removed his clothes during 
* the time, 
noticed a 
sudden 
* change in his father's condition. 
* He had hardly reached the pa- 
* tienfs bedside when Ills father 
* died peacefully, without warning 
* and without speaking one word. 
* Young Plngree has wired to his 
* mother and his uncle in the Unlt- 
* ed States not to come to London. 
* 
Tho body of the late Mr. Pln- 
* gree will be embalmed and taken 
* to his homet- 
* 
The diagnosis made by London 
* specialists of the cancerous nf- 
* fectlon of ihe Intestines from 
* which-Mr. Plngree suffered left 
* practically no hope for the pa- 
* tlent's recovery. Toward the end 
* of his Illness Mr. Plngree suffered 
* great pain and weakened rap- 
* 
Idly. Ho was unable to retain 
* nourishment. His mind, how- 
* ever, 
remained 
fairly 
clear. 
* During the whole of Tuesday he 
* was practically kept alive by In- 
* Jeotlons of strychnine and drugs 
* administered to lessen his pain.

Detroit, Mich., June ID.—Hazen'Sen- 


ter Plngree was born at Denmark, Me., 
In 1840. In 1862 he enllstcred In the 
First Massachusetts heavy artillery 
and served until the end of the war, 
when he located In Detroit, embarking 
in the manufacture of shoes. In 1889 
the Republican party nominated ex- 
Gov. 
Plngree for rnayjjr ot Detroit and 


he was elected hy over 2.000 majority. 
H.; was re-plwtwi In ISM, 1893 and 1SP5 
by Increased majorities each time. In 
18!)B Mr. Pinf-re-d was elected governor 
of Michigan by 83,000 plurality, running 
ahead of the nation*! ticket by 26,000 
votes. He wan re-uleutcd governor in 
189S 
by about 
1150,000 plurality and 
served out his term, which expired In 
190D. Last March he started on the 
trip to South Africa, which resulted In 
his death in London. 


Ex-Governor Plngi-cc, while he was 
mayor, accomplished many municipal 
reforms, among others, forcing the gas 
company to lower rates 60 cents per 
1,000: establishing the public lighting 
plant: orgunl/lnpr the Detroit railway 
on a 3-cent ba«ls; lowering telephone 
rates and breaking up a number of 
sewer and paving rings that were thriv- 
ing when he came into office. His po- 
tato patch scheme for the relief of the 
poor of the city was extensively copied 
and brought him much fame. While 
governor, Mr. Plngreo devoted his en- 
ergies toward securing a law nmklnp- 
railroads and other 'corporate property 
on an ad valorem basis, Instead of spe- 
cifically on their earnings. His efforts 
resulted In the passage of a law along 
these lines by the last legislature. Mr. 
Pingree is survived by a wife and two 
children, a son and a daughter.

Plngree, widow of ex-Governor Pln- 
gren, arrived in this city from Detroit 
this morning with her daughter, Hazel 
H. Plngree. and her husband's brother, 
P. C. Pingroe. The party had started 
from Detroit, as soon as they learned 
of the seriousness of Gov.

THE HAGUE COURT 


OF ARBITRATION 


Several International Questions Are Already 


Before the Tribunal Germany Now 


Heartily Favors the Plan.

ERLIN, June IB.—F. W. Holls, United States mem- 


ber of The Hague arbitration court, during an 
interview today, informed the correspondent of 
the Associated Press that The Hague arbitration 


court bad only just been organlied by the appointment of - 
the last of the 55 judges, but several International ques- 
tions are already before the court. The Transvaal ques- 
tion was certainly not one of these, because The Hague 
peace conference had decided that the Boer states were 
not sovereign states. The court will not be in permanent 
session, but will only act when suitable questions are pre- 
sented to It, when the whole court will select a bench 
to adjudicate each question. 
' 


Mr. Holls said both Count von Buelow and Baron von 


Richtofen. the foreign minister, had received him In the 
most kindly manner, sharing his belief tnat The Hague 
court was, like the Magna Charta, an agreement around 
which future international law will crystallize. 


Mr. Holls believes the emperor, the German govern- 


ment and the German people are now sincerely in favor 
of Tne Hague arbitration court on all questions which 
seem to properly belong there. Mr. Holls thinks this Is 


all the more remarkable because Germany, during the 
conference In 1899, had' at first a number of serious, 
weighty objections to urge against arbitration. But she 
has now honestly altered her opinion. 


During the week the two questions which mainly occu- 


pied public attention were the discussions in the Italian 
chamber of deputies relative to the dreibund, and Great 
Britain's attitude towards the question of Germany main- 
taining a garrison at Shang-hal. 


The press expressed the opinion that Signer Prlnetti, 


the Italian minister of foreign affairs, cannot be relied 
upon by tne other powers forming the dreibund, although 
the newspapers incline to the belief that after Friday's 
proceedings the continuation of the dreibund is assured. 
Government circles never held any different opinion after 
Premier Zarnardelll's declarations to Count von Buelow. 


Regarding the attitude of the British press towards the 


policy of Germany at Shang-hal and Lord Cranborne's 
Statements In parliament, the German press and govern- 
ment continue to hold the opinion that Germany, by the 
very terms of the Yang-tse agreement, is bound to protect 
the Yang-tse valley. 
Besides, Germany has. the same 


right to keep troops there as have Great Britain, France, 
Japan and Russia.

THE ADDRESS OF 


PRES. H. R. CHAPMAN 


The president's address which was a

the kingdom of Christ. We rejoice thai 
the fundamental principles of Christian 
Endeavor are appealng more and more 
to the intelligence of the young people, 
thus bringing about a better citizenship 
a deeper Interest in missions, an un- 
swerving loyalty to one's church and 
a beautiful spirit of interdenominational 
fellowship. With the Psalmist we can 
say, "Behold, how good and how pleas- 
ant It is for brethren to dwell together 
in unity!" 


Upon leaving the inspiring convention 


at Detfve.t In October we returned to 
our hojnea determined to render a bet- 
ter service and we believe that the re- 
sults of that resolve have been far 
reaching. 


Early in December and in preparation 
for the ushering in of .the new century 
President Clark Issued "a call to prayer 
for a great awakening." Through your 
state officers this appeal was sent to the 
societies throughout the state with the 
hope that hrough a united effort much 
might be accomplished toward winning 
"Colorado for Christ," 


We believe that no period in history 


will be marked with such opportunities 
as the twentieth century, consequently 
the Christian young people will have 
momentous responsibilities. 


The spirit of unity, for aggressive 


Christian work was never-more marked. 
With a united array of forces and with 
the spirit in which was Issued the call to 
prayer for a great awakening we will 
move forward and win "Colorado for 
Christ." 


In order -to know what will be expect- 
ed of a Christian Bndeavorer of the new

We sometimes forget that our 
Bfue is one of the largest In the union, 
she has an area equal to that of the New 
England states combined, to which may 
also be added Delaware, New Jersey, 
Maryland and one of the Virginias. In 
other words .Colorado Is nearly seven 
times as large as Switzerland. When we 
realize that .there Is .expended annually 
upon the state mentioned the sum of $8,- 
)00 to $10,000, have we not reason to re- 
lolce .that we have been able to do some- 
thing for the Centennial state with but 
about one-thirtieth that sum? 


You have sometimes seen a full-rig- 
ged ship bitllt up from a small piece of 
wood, and the boast of its maker has 
been that his only tool was a knife. 
You doubtless have read of a prisoner 
maklngbls way to freedom through Iron 
bars and solid masonry with an or- 
dinary rusty nail, or a piece of broken 
glass. Tho Inference worthy of notice is 
this: -That much can be accomplished 
with few resources., We have a right to 
expect, from men to whom much has 
been given that much shall be required. 
You and I, on .this 14th day ot June, 1901, 
years after our Master lived, are under 
a greater burden of responsibility than 
ever, was Philip of Barnabas. From add- 
ed resources comes an added responsi- 
bility. , Let your gifts to state work be 
generous that; the God-given resources 
of the lives of those whom you may 
elect to serve you may be unusually ef- 
fective during the coming- year.

RIO BLANCO COUNTY HAS THE 


GREATEST COLORADO OIL SPRING 


So Says Professor Arthur lakes of Denver Who Has Just Returned 


From an Examination of the New Field—Brief Preliminary 


Report of the Wonderful Valley Near the Utah Line. 


Last week a party consisting of A. S. 


Munson, president, J. A. Barclay, secre- 
tary and treasurer, both of this city. 
accompanied by James D. Bwell or 
Pueblo, all of whom are interested In 
the Colorado Oil company, joined Pro- 
fessor Arthur Lakes of Denver, who 
traveled to Rio Blanco county to ex- 
amine the oil fields belonging to th» 
company. The party returned to this 
city and Denver on Friday, when Pro- 
fessor Lakes was seen by a representa- 
tive b£ the Gazette. 
The well-known 


expert was evidently well pleased with 
the result of his trip to Rio Blanco, and 
spoke highly of the oil Indications there, 
stating that It was the best oil show- 
Ing ever made In Colorado. 


About a month ago the 
wonderful 
showing in this oil field was pointed out 
in the Gazette In an Interview with a 
Mr. Walter, a California oil man, who 
had visited the district. It was his de- 
sire to tell the world at large and the 
people of Colorado In particular what 
wonderful prospects there were In this 
field, and his Information did much to 
arouse Interest. 
His statements are 


fully corroborated by Professor Lakes, 
who Is one of the most thorough, well- 
known and conservative experts In the 
state of Colorado, and there IB now no 
doubt whatever that with the requisite 
amount of drilling accomplished that 
good oil wells can be encountered In this 
district. Professor Lukes states that 
the drilling would be rapidly 
accom- 
plished owing to the softness of the 
sandstone and that the oil should be en- 
countered at no great depth. 


The Colorado Oil 
company has se- 
cured a very large amount of territory 
in this wonderful valley. 
Since then 
other holdings have been secured by 
Colorado, California and other -parties. 
It In promised that work Is soon to be 
started by some of these corporations. 
Professor Lakes Is making some geo- 


logical charts and writing a lull report, 
but consented to make for the Gazette 
a brief preliminary statement which 
reads as follows: 
THE OIL REGION OF. RIO BLANCO 
COUNTY. 


We have Just returned from visiting 


the largest and most powerful or copi- 
ously flowing oil spring we have as yet 
seen, In Colorado. 
This is located on 


the northwest slope of the Book Cliff 
.mountains, In Rio Blanco county, In 
northwestern Colorado, about BO miles 
northwest of Grand 
Junction, 
and 
about 40 miles "as the crow files," from 
the nearest 
railroad, 


Grande Western. 
viz., 
the Rio 


Unlike the oil occurrences at Flor- 


ence, at Routt and Archuleta counties, 
which are mostly confined to rocks of 
the Cretaceous period, this oil spring oc- 
curs in a higher geological horlion, viz., 
the Tertiary period. 
In this J respect, 


more nearly at the same geological 
horizon as the California deposits. 
The geology of the districts begins 


prominently at Grand Junction, where, 
on the west bank of the Grand river, Is 
a remarkable anti-cllnnl arch, roll or 
fold, of the red sandstones of the Jura- 
Trias period, the same rocks, and the 
same period as those of the Garden of 
the Gods at Manitou. 


From the eastern slope of this arch. 
there Is a wide valley sloping gently to 
the west for about 15 miles, till it 
reaches 'the Book 
Cliff 
mountains, 


which extend in a northeast and south- 
west direction for hundreds of miles; 
showing a line of white and gray cliffs 
of shale and sandstone, belonging to the 
marine Cretaceous below, and to the 
Laramle 
coal-bearing 
Cretaceous 


above. 


The Intervening valley Is underlaid 
by shales of the Montana Cretaceous, 
the same group that at Florence yields 
the oil. All these strata dip oft gently 
from the slope of tho great Red Bed 
Arch In a northwest direction. At the 
Book Cliffs, the dip Is steepest, and as 
these mountains are 
principally 
of 
sandstone, they have resisted erosion, 
and stand up as a formidable range re- 
vealing along the sides of the canons 
occasional seams 
of soft coal. The 
range Is 10 to 15 miles thick, and Is 
traversed across It by a good wagon 
road running along the bottom of a 
canon, to about the center, or axis of 
the range; when a dividing ridge about 
2,000 feet high has to be climbed by a 
zig-zag mountain road. The other or 
north slope of the mountain descends 
by a more gentle declivity. 


This brings us to the second division 


of the range, composed of Tertiary 
strata of shales and sandstones about 
1,000 feet thick. These Tertiary moun- 
tains of soft material, pass by a very 
gradual slope northwest 
Into 
the 
plateau region of the White River 
country, and the border of Utah, a re- 
gion of .Interminable table lands, dry 
ravines and occasional alkali springs. 
The rocks are variegated pink, red, 
green, yellow and ashen gray. On the 
west slope of the Book Cllfts, in which 
the oil spring occurs, there are pleasant 
gulches with springs of good 
water 
surrounded by well-timbered hills. 


The Tertiary strata containing the oil 
signs consists of yellow sandstone alter- 
nating with beds of greenish shale, and 
black carbonaceous shales. The strata 
have a banded red and green color for 
about 100 feet near the base of the 
formation, and below these a soft yel- 
low sandstone shows the oil pouring out 
from crevices In the rock along the line 
of a. local fault, with the Water of a 
small spring. The fissure has been ex- 
cavated and the oil collects In a pool 


several hundred yards In a little valley. 
Across the stream a tank has been 
rudely constructed which now contains 
upwards of 100 gallons of oil of an olive 
green color like that of Florence, float- 
Ing on the water; a rough field test 
with blotting paper showed this oil 10 
be presumably a. light oil. The manner 
In .which the ground Is soaked nnd im- 
pregnated with oil for hundreds of 
yards down the gulch, Is evidence to 
the long continued existence and power 
of the spring. The spring Is on the 
side of a plateau, which rises about 150 
feet above the adjacent, valley. 
As 
soon as machinery arrives In the vicini- 
ty, drilling can readily be done, and the 
oil horizon is likely to be met with at 
no great depth. As the oil trickles out 
from a f«ult fissure It Is evident that it 
has ascended from a lower zone than 
that at which It Is at present actually 
found. 


In an adjoining canon, about halt a 


mile away from this spring, sandstone 
heavily charged with oil Is found as 
float, and the rocks In tho vicinity have 
an oil smell. Again about 10 miles dis- 
tant, to the south, at practically the 
same horizon, there is a second spring 
very similar to this one, implying that 
an oil zone may reasonably be expected 
to underlie considerable area of this 
section of country. 


The strata dip so gently that they 
might be considered nt first sight as al- 
most horizontal, yet a general gradual 
dip Is observed to the west or north- 
west; and an oil zone located high up 
on a hillside eventually comes down to 
the level of a creek valley and passes 
beneath It. The strata abounds with 
fossil shells of a brackish water type, 
and with curious calcareous egg-like 
structures resembling the roe of a fish 
called pisolite, or oolite. Many curious 
concretions of limestone, iron and sand 
stone also occur and the strata Is some 
times carved and sculptured Into the 
most fantastic forms. 


Judging from what we have seen, it 


would appear as If we had here the 
right stuff, the real thing here In this 
district In quantity and quality. The 
strata and geological conditions am 
quite favorable for fhe occurrence of an 
oil field, and It may be that other oil 
sands or horizons will be found at 
different depths besides the one located 
at the spring. As the strata Is soft, 
boring aould be done rapidly and easily, 
and the prospects are that the oil horl 
zon can be encountered at no great 
depth. 


We follow the stakes of a railroad 
survey from Grand Junction to close to 
the spring, showing that at some time 
a line to the gllionlte bods 20 miles 
north of the oil springs and thence to

My wheel looked lovely and Indeed 


seamed Impatient to be given the touch. 
Amid t^o discouragements of some 
timid few on the hotel porch, and the 
laughter of others, who had had the ex- 
perience, I waved a "ta ta" to the 
guests at Woodland Park and started 
on my royal spin down Ute pass. 
Lots of Scenery and Excitement, 
Now, 
it is well known that the pass 


Is no small hill; that It Is filled with 
whole chunks of scenery delightful In 
the extreme; that the resistless flow 
of the water accompanies you In liquid, 
golden music nearly the entire way; 
that the route is one of curves, yes, 
rather tempestuous at times, that tour- 
ists take a keen delight In filling big 
wagons with their inquiring selves, and 
put in whole days absorbing the beau- 
ties of this historic Indian 
roadway. 


Often they exhibit no compunction 
about taking up the complete right of 
way, for there are many places Where 
two teams may not easily pass each 
other, unless one looks and plans ahead 
for such meetings. 


I know all this and when the morn- 


ins wind whispered In my ear, "Now 
go, J am at your back," I felt that I 
had a good ally and without the loss 
of a breath, I was out of sight tn a 
few minutes.

GEN. WHEATON TALKS 


OF PIONEER DAYS IN THE 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN REGION 


"I have crossed tho continent twice 


on horseback, all the way to the Pa- 
cific coast. This was before railroads 
were built. I was In every large battle 
against Lee in the civil war, and for 51 
years I have been in active military 
service, but I have not given up my 
life as many a poor soldier has, so my 
record Is notnlng to boast of—most 
any man 
under the 
same circum- 


stances, would have done as I did. He 
could not hare done less and be loyal 
to ma duty." 


General Frank Wheaton, modest and 


reserved as becomes a man who has 
achieved laurels, yet withal luminous 
Wuh that elusive quality which we at- 
tempt to describe by tho word "mag- 
netism," was In the reveries of the 
' young days of the west, and at the con- 
clusion of his interesting narrative he 
made the above remark. 


"This 
country 
IB particularly en- 


deared to me because It was to tno 
west that I fought my first battles. 
Here I first learned what life meant. 


"I have a vivid recollection of a 


great battle that we fought out here 
against the Indians, and. out of this 
campaign, quite Incidentally, the world 
first took an Interest In the west. 


"Tho Indians hau become particu- 


larly unruly In Kansas, Colorado, and 
all along the great overland route. Tho 
ox trains, as they were called, that 
were slowly wending their way to Cal- 
ifornia, were so mucii interfered with 
and harassed that It had become an 
unbearable cruelty. The Indians would 
delay the trains, torture tho oxen, fre- 
quently kill and steal them, and often 
treated tne travelers no better. A num- 
ber of Inuiana would nrlve away all 
the cattle, cut their tails off, and whip 
tho drivers with them, disabling them 
and torturing them In many other 
atrocious ways. This was In 1867. The 
government decided that this must 
cease, so General Sumner, the groat 
Sumner who fought against Tecumseh, 
with a regiment of 2,000 cavalry, was 
prdered west to stop the depredations. 


"We came over the plains along the 


valley of the Arkansas river. Our trip,, 
quiie naturally, occupied many weeks 
as we scouted all through the country 
for Indians. In July we pitched camp 
on the site where 
the Denver gas 


works are now located. A number of 
Delaware 
Indian scouts and myself 


left the main body and scouted nrounn 
ije country, still on the lookdut for 
Indians on the trail. We were ascend- 
ing iae hill where 
the capkol now 


stands when one 01 the Indian out- 
rlaers came rushing up with tho In- 
formation that the trail was found. 


"The Delawares circled around me, 


as they would let no harm come to mo. 
I was on General Stunner's staff, and 
was always a favorite with the Indians. 
The Delaware Indians were the best 


One oC the very finest tours In Colo- 
rado Is to start from Denver, via. Mount 
Vernon canon and Empire to Grand 
lake, that beautiful.body of water In 
the center .pf.Middle park, where the 
trout arc so, tame that they rise td 
the fly as fast, ,as the angler can cast 
his rod. A short sojourn here and re- 
turn by way of the Blue river, through 
South park and by Lake George Into 
Ute pass, and thence through Colorado 
Springs to Palmer Lake divide, where 
a 50-mile coast lands the tourist ut 
the hotel In Denver, with scarcely a 
vestige of fatigue to mark a ten days' 
vacation. 


Days filled with similar, as well as 


different experienced, brought back re- 
newed energy; dissipated thu languid 
feeling which had hlthcHo been a por- 
tion of my heritage; blessed me with 
great draughts of ozone that expanded 
my lungs; tinted and changed my face 
Into roslnesa and plumpness, and put 
me Into perfect condition to double my 
capacity for work, which up to date I 
had been unable to do without exhaus- 
tive effort. 


In wheel riding It Is this diversity 
that lends profit and pleasure to the 
sport, that rejuvenates mind and body, 
that makes ui forget surroundings too 
often commonplace, and lends content- 
ment arlslne from the ability to see 
so much of nature and people In a 
short lapse of time. 


There are also other Inducements 
connected 
with 
spending one's time 


awheel which should not be overlooked. 
With a small bundle consisting of a 
change of flannel and linen, and a few 
toilet articles strapped to the wheel. 
It Is most easy to plan for many days' 
outing at a time, without the extra, 
burden and care or cumbersome bag-- 
gage. Delightful trips can bo made 
through the mountains with food and 
shelter along the route at nominal cost. 
The appetite Is not capricious and your 
meals, plain and clean, are relished far 
beyond any dainties that the home table 
can ever afford. 


The benefits which have accrued from 


the wheel are seen In all sections. Good 
roads are the order of tho day, for the 
people have risen en masse and they 
have worked and legislated until It Is 
really an exception not to see a most 
marked Improvement In all thorough- 
fares. There Is manifested a. constant 
activity, akin to that of martinets, In 
keeping up the high standard of roads 
and In preventing them from 
retro- 
grading In any particular. The pneu- 
matic Is here to stay and It Is without 
a peer In touring the Rockies—(Sara 
McD. Martin, Denver, Colo.

weeks with tho tew hundred soldiers 
that had been leu. behind to guard the

and 
provisions. 
Soon these 


prospectors and soldiers were Joined 
by other Rold-seckers. Hitherto they' 
had only been led on by the same slim 
hope that had Impelled l.a Balle nnd 
Cortoz to wander over the silent west. 
No positive Indications of gold were 
yet discovered on this sldti of the 
range.

left camp onn morning and returned 
after several days with a startling find 
of gold that had been found In the 
streams.

The nows flew over the 


country, nnd It was not long till every 
hill and mountain was ring Into for 
the covotod possibilities. 
This was 


the Hrst discovery of gold in this re- 
gion. 


"Tho Chcyonnes? 
Oh, we pursued 


them eastward and caught up with 
them nt the plnco where Junction City, 
Kan., Is now located. 


"I am especially pleased and de- 


lighted to he out here again. Every 
hill and mountain and stream has a 
volume of recollections for me; and 
when I look back and see In my mind's 
eye the savage wilderness and desola- 
tion of the country, and then view 
these beautiful towns and cities where 
only n few short years ago the Indian 
and buffalo roamed In wanton sav- 
ngery, I am overwhelmed with the 
accomplishments and results of ChH.i- 
tlan civilization."

THE DEMOCRATIC VIEW OF THE 


CONSTITUTION. 


T 


HE RECENT decision of the supreme court is 
not only a vindication of the course the admin- 
istration has been pursuing, but it Is also an In- 
dorsement of the broader view of the Constitu- 


tion which has been held by the Republican party and to 
which the Democratic party has been opposed. 


Commenting on the decision some days ago' the 


Gazette said that the view taken by the London News, 
that the decision was not progress but retrogression was 
In effect a statement that the height of liberty is to bind 
the will of a free people In the bonds of a lifeless and In- 
expansive Instrument In writing. 


And now comes the El Paso County Democrat, pub- 


lished in this city, declaring that the Gazette has said 
In effect that it is the acme of bondage to hold a 
people to the .obedience of. a written constitution. 


The question is one concerning which there Is room 


for argument, but it is not necessary to misinterpret the 
position of either side. It is not a question as to whether 
there should be a written constitution nor as to whether it 
should be obeyed and revered, but the question is as to 
the nature of that Instrument, its interpretation and its 
relation to our national life and progress. 


The question.is not whether the Constitution should 


be obeyed, but whether the Constitution is living or life- 
less, whether it is rigid-and inexpensive or progressive 
and adaptable to the changing conditions of our national 
career. 


Because the supreme court of the United States has 


not indorsed his narrow views. Mr. Bryan declares that 
the decision denies the necessity for a written constitu- 
tion and that it Is defended by reasoning that will destroy 
constitutional liberty in the United States. There is no 
excuse for such a statement. The decision of the supreme 
court is that territories annexed to the United States 
b^- the treaty-making power (the senate and president)

WHY PRESIDENT M'KINLEY DECLINED. 


| OPIES of eastern papers recently, received here 


give much interesting information in regard to 
the declaration. by President McKinley against 
the third term proposal of Senator Depew, Con- 


gressman Grosvenor and others. 


The cabinet meeting which was summoned on Mon- 


day to consider "a personal matter" was for the purpose 
of submitting the president's statement to his official 
family, but there was no question as to what the presi- 
(Jent's wish and judgment In the matter was.- The only 
'question in-so far as there was a question, was whether 
|t was proper for the president to make this statement 
at this time. 


The members of the cabinet, it is said, urgejl the 


president to consider that this public announcement of 
his sentiments would forever block the way of his am- 
bition if it could at any future time incline towards a 
third term. 


According to the Chicago Record-Herald, when the 


president's written statement was read one member of 
the cabinet said: 


"Mr. President, it you publish that you will burn 


all your bridges.behind you. Once that is given out a 
thjrd term becomes an impossibility. That is a pledge 
which • you can never break, no matter what circum- 
stances arise. Do you wish to do that—is it necessary to 
do this?" 


The reply of the president was that he wished to 


burn his bridges:behind,him. That was the purpose of 
the statement He wished to leave no doubt in the mind 
of any American citizen as to his attitude, there being

"If this third term is not settled in some way or 


other a great many people will believe there is something 
in it. They will say there must be some fire where there 
is so much smoke. Everything we do will be subjected 
to analysis and criticism, not upon its merits, but updh 
Its bearing or supposed bearing upon my political future. 
I do not want any such situation. «nd this Is the reason 
Why I think it advisable to give to the public this state- 
ment concerning my attitude," 


All the members of the cabinet present g»re their 


approval to the plan and accordingly the statement -was 
made public. 


The general verdict of the country has been that the 


president was entirely sincere in his statement, and 
that he has done a very wise thing ks well as a very pa- 
triotic thing In making his statement »t the present time. 


The administration has a difficult task before it in 


the next four years, and it can serre the country to much 
better advantage if It is not embarrassed by partisan 
struggles and scheming. The country Is especially for- 
tunate In having at the head of national affairs at such 
a time one who is not only competent to deal with these 
problems with -wisdom, but -srho Is removed from the 
suspicion, of selfishness and personal ambition. 


BENEFITS OF PROTECTION. 


I 


T WOULD BE difficult to find In American .history 


any example of a more complete demonstration of a 
political theory In actual practice than is to be found 
Jn the record of protection in this country. The 


protectionists started with the assumption that American 
wage-earners were entitled to a higher scale of payment 
than was received by similar workmen in European coun- 
tries, and the further assumption that if the home mar- 
ket were secured to American manufacturers it would be 
only a question of a comparatively short time when they 
would be able to furnish their product at less than the 
cost of similar articles in Europe and to undersell the 
European manufacturers in the neutral markets of the 
world. 


The theory of the protectionists was that by the pay- 


ment of a superior scale of wages the American work- 
man would surpass his European competitor in physical, 
intellectual and moral health, that the better paid man 
would be the better fed man, that he would be better 
educated and more Intelligent, that he would be more in- 
ventive, more skillful, more tasteful and more consci- 
entious in his work. They believed further that under 
favorable circumstances the superior workman could 
and would produce superior goods, that the increased 
amount of wages would be more than compensated for by 
superiority In quality and magnitude of the pronuct, and 
that the superior mind working in the superior body could 
be relied on for superior results. They also took into ac- 
count, these pioneer protectionists, the great superiority 
of our country In its stores of raw material, the coal and 
iron and copper, gold, silver, lead and other metals, its 
agricultural products of wool and cotton, grain and meats, 
its Immense resources in woods, and all the other natural 
resources upon which there might be founded a diversified 
Industry and a world-wide commerce. 


Already the younger generation finds it somewhat 


difficult to follow understandingly the arguments of the 
free traders in the decades immediately following the civil 
war, but in general it may be stated that their argument 
was that a tax upon foreign goods was a tax upon the 
American consumer, that the government had no right 
;o compel any American customer to pay more for any 
article than it was worth in the open market anywhere 
In .the world, and that our true national policy was to 
produce only the things that we could .make cheaper, 
tbari'anyone else. 
, . .' ' 
. 


In his second' term of office President Cleveland, did 


the country one inestimable service, for he demonstrated 
most thoroughly that not only were the free trade theories 
opposed to our Interests, but that they were utterly im- 
possible of execution. Protection had become so much of 
an American principle and had already produced such 
remarkable results that a congress and a president 
elected upon a platform that contained among other 
hings a distinct plank denouncing protection as robbery 
and declaring in favor of a tariff for revenue only, was 
not able to establish any tariff but a protective one, while 
the utter and1 disastrous failure of the modifications they 
ntroduced were a lesson not soon to be forgotten of the 
danger of entrusting the care of our protective tariff sys- 
tem to its avowed enemies. 


It is worth while recalling these things at the present 


time because It now appears that the old attack upon the 
.arlff is to be resumed not openly but under a disguise at 
the next congressional election. The Democratic party 
proposes to strike at the trusts by destroying all but the 
most solidly established of our Industries, the ones in fact 
that are most likely to be controlled by the trusts. 


There Is also a strong movement under way to mod- 


f y our tariff laws In such a way as to promote American 
trade in foreign countries by means of reciprocity treaties, 
and this wise proposition will undoubtedly be made use 
of as another disguise by the enemies of the protective 
system. 


There is therefore special need for the friends of pro- 


Lection to be on their guard. We should never forget the 
benefits that protection has conferred upon this country, 
we should insist that the protective principle be retained 
as a part of our national policy for the upholding of the 
American wage scale and the upbuilding.of additional 
industries. And we should insist that the disastrous mis- 
take of 1892 should not be repeated and that the modifi- 
cation of the tariff should not be committed to those 
who have no better system than that of favoritism 
and discrimination against one industry for the benefit 
of another.

Scientific and intelligent protection must be syste- 


matic and impartial. It must be based upon broad prin- 
ciples and it must aim at results that are for the benefit 
of the whole country. If the tariff is to.be modified it 
should be by the party that has created the protective 
:arlff and made it a success, and not by the party that 
has always opposed it and would still stand for free trade 
f the course of events had not brought such a vindica- 
tion of protection that not even the Democracy is able to 
gnore it.

HE annual meeting; of tile bSafd of college trusties, 


held In the midst at the festivities of commence- 
ment week, becomes year by year a, more serious 
and Important occasion—the time in<-which the 


plans of a large and growing business enterprise ire ad- 
justed to another year's demands. .The fact that thefiusi- 
ness is not one of money-making detracts not a whit from 
Ms serious character when .wei reflect that it Is a business 
of man-making; and, besides having ah ultimate aim 'of so 
much concern to the state, deals .fry, the way In many mat- 
ters which vitally affect the welfare of our commiinlty. 


The prosperity of the colleg^ has been remarkable. 


The growth which eastern institutions made by a slow 
process of accretion, the wesiehr college must achieve 
by rapid expansion, or be left far behind in the race. The 
latter alternative is one that the trustees of our college 
do not debate. 
Themselves unaccustomed to, rearward 


places, they are led at present by a man-who formed 
years ago a mental picture of a noble university,: and year 
by year has caused his picture to take on a fuller o.utward 
embodiment, so that at each anniversary It is seen pass- 
ing on to its complete material fulfillment with the added 
impetus of the last year's success.

Thus it is that in some respects burs is already over- 


taking eastern institutions. The number of students on 
the college campus this year is about the same as at Am- 
herst or Dartmouth or Bowdoln. The exchange of 'stu- 
dents between equal grades in such colleges as these:and 
our own corroborates other Indications of parity of rank. 
The new Science building so much spoken ,of during the 
last year or two, while.it existed on paper only/is now 
very quietly emerging from that stage to take on the sub- 
stantial form of brick and mortar, so disposed as to. pre- 
sent facilities of equipment worthy to be compared with 
any. 


For secure and permanent success, however, it is 


obvious that another element Is needful, in which the 
older Institutions named are still distinctly the superiors 
of Colorado college. 
Amherst has $1,600,001),'endow- 


ment; Bowdoin has $1,300,000; Dartmouth, ,$2,300,000. 
These figures, coupled with the evident truth thata given 
article, for which money has to be paid, cannot he per- 
manently produced at Colorado Springs at greitjy lower 
prices than it costs elsewhere, show' that President SIo- 
cum was making no extravagant demand when'at yes- 
terday's meeting of th6: trustees he asked for'a^million 
dollar endowment. Some time ago a million dollars was 
a fabulous amount of money. The United States has 
reached the era of a million dollar salary, and:''jn this 
age a million dollar college endowment Is no astonishing 
wealth. On the contrary, the college which cannot ob- 
tain it is either a mediocre affair OC low ambitions, .or 
else it is one, which, having proposed a noble aim, has 
broken down in the attempt to realize it, ruined Dy its 
own ill-appreciated and unsupported prosperity. , • 


JUDGE PALMER AND THE MINISTERS.

UDGE PALMER of the district court of 'Arapahoe 


county recently issued' two in junctions against the 
police department of Denver. One of them'was to 
restrain the police from interfering with ,the sale 


ot liquor by a certain restaurant on i Sunday,. the other, 
to prevent the police from stopping the sale of .liquor'to 
women at saloon bars.

Whatever may be thought of the strict legality of 


hese judicial acts, there is no doubt that they were, dp- 
posed to public morality and contrary to the i'd'eas gen- 
erally prevalent among bur.'people, and it is'not surpris- 
ng that newspapers, clergymen and others .should' have 
been outspoken in their comments, and should nave'de- 
nounced these injunctions as opposed to the imblte wel- 
fare and calculated to bflng the courts Into; disrepute 
among right-minded people. And on the othervnand It is 
not surprising that Judge Palmer, smarting-;under the 
criticisms of some who were led by just indignation, be- 
yond the strict bounds of .propriety, should have-taken 
occasion to emphasize the rights'of the court jto respect 
and have intimated the possibility that'they might'be 
called to account for some of their accusations' against 
him., 
'. 


Public morality has always been recognized'-as one 


of the elements to bo taken.into consideration in-the ac- 
tion of courts. Strict Impartiality IB the function of the 
law only between those who stand on an equal footing. 
'Against good morals" is a determining factor In many 
cases and the discretion that is given to the judges ;and 
continually exercised by, them ought to be used-''for: the 
public interest. If Judge Palmer takes • the position that 
:he liquor sellers of Denver ..have rights under the law.that 
le is bound to respect as long as the law remains as it is, 
ils position is one that cannot be disputed, but If he 
takes the ground that the liquor seller who is trying to 
sell liquor on Sunday in the face of police regulation, or 
:he liquor seller who insists on serving women at an open 
bar in violation of the moral sentiment of the community 
s entitled to the same consideration from! his' court' as 
;he police authorities or the. anti-saloon league,'then he 
s adopting a wrong and dangerous position and,it Is high 
time that the forces of law and order shduld begin such 
action as will result In placing the authority of the courts 
n safer hands. 


Judge Palmer further weakens his position-by drag- 


ging equal suffrage Into the question. "If the women in- 
sist on voting, they should be allowed to drintowhisky at 
a bar," is a fair summary of an argument which n3ay fitly 
be characterized as brutal unreason. It was one of the 
chief arguments in favor of woman suffrage that It would 
introduce a refining and an elevating influence'into.our 
political affairs. The presence of women voters-and of 
women office holders it was stated, would make our 
communities better and our society,more.moral.: That 
ought to be true, and it Is true to a very large;extent. 
When v;omen attend our county conventions the;.result 
la not that the women smoke, but that the men cease 
smoking. 
And the presence of women at the polls 


ought to result, not In the throwing open of'the avenues 
of vice without restriction to both sexes, but'ik greater 
care in closing the path of evil Influence to the y/oung and 
in uplifting the moral ipne of the entire community, 


We suspect, however, that in his indlgnatlon/.at his 


critics. Judge Palmer has been led into an, attitude that 
in his calmer moments he would not assume. Judges are 
too often criticized for acts which they are directed 'by 
the law to perform, and intimations of improper motives 
are often made without any good reason.' Nothing Is to 
be gaineu by such accusations, and except in caBes'.where 
no doubt exists, our judges should be given'credit for a 
desire to uphold and enforce the law, to promote morality 
and to advance the public welfare whenever the'power to 
do so IB committed to them by the law.

It suits us much better that the Cu- 
bans should retain their independence and should be re- 
sponsible for the conduct of their local affairs, rather 
than that the United' States should assume the task of 
maintaining order and keeping up the government, of 
Cuba. Any interference in the affairs of Cuba by bur 
government, either according to the wording of the 
Platt resolutions or otherwise, will be conditioned upon 
a necessity involving our vital interests, and that • action 
will have as Its object the welfare of the Cubans as well 
S.K our own.

The building of a railroad from Trin- 
idad to the San Luis has long been a 
project in which our people see immense 
advantage to the city, and now it seems 
likely to become a reality, through the 
Colorado'and Wyoming. The Fuel com- 
pany have fallen heir to the immense 
tie'and; lumber contracts of the Max- 
well company in the purchase of the 
Colorado portion of the grant will ex- 
tend their railroad from its present 
terminus to -the heavy timber region 
of the Ponil park. From there through 
the Costilla pass to the'San Luis valley 
is. a route over which the railroads 
could be built without the heavy: ex- 
pense usually attached to the:constructr 
ion of mountain railroads and a coun- 
try would be entered rich In.resources 
every mile of the way. The ores of the 
La'Belle, Elizabethtown and "Red River 
districts would find a market in Trin- 
idad, there being many mines there 
now, opened that could be profitably 
worked with railroad fact)ties. This 
would 'Insure the operation of smelters 
and'not only furnish business for the 
railroad but an additional demand for 
our coal and coke. In addition to this 
the business that would be given the 
road .from farmers of the San Luis 
valley would be enormous, as tliey could 
reach the seaboard by a direct route 
Instead of the long haul over the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande. There isn't a bet- 
ter, railroad proposition in the whole 
country than this proposed line and we 
believe that It will be built at once.

If t the Seven Lakes site is all that is 
claimed for It, It Is cheap at the price 
asked; but that ought to be made very 
sure before the city takes it; and there 
ought to be a very close approximation 
to the cost of the tunnel and other work 
necessary to deliver the water after it 
is. impounded.—(Colorado Springs Ev- 
ening Mall.

Yerkes, the Chicago 
trolley king, has secured the under- 
ground railroads of London; Mr. Carne-

titled ladles and speak with great pride 
of Uncle Sam. Indeed, landed proprie- 
tors are growing timid for fear that 
Americans will follow the fashion set 
by William Waldorf Astor and buy up 
landed estates.

It was at the time when feelings 
on the slave question ran high, just 
four years before those feelings kindled 
the flames of civil war. She was a col- 
ored woman; her name was Mrs. E. J. 
Graham, her age 74. 


Her father kept a small clothing store 
on Chatham street. His name wan 
Thomas L. Jennings, a vigorous cham- 
pion of the rights of colored men. One 
day, 
In 18G4, Mrs. Graham was riding In 
a street car when two white men en- 
tered. They refused to ride In the cur 
with "a nigger." She refused to vacate 
her seat. The conductor was prevailed 
upon to eject her. She was ejected. 
She retained Chester A. Arthur, after- 
wards President Arthur, and brought 
suit. The abolitionists Hocked to her 
support, the denlers of rights to colored 
people rallied behind the company. Thi 
race question was argued In the su- 
preme court. The legal combat was 
stoutly fought and severely handled b> 
the press, north and south. In Febru- 
ary, 1806, Judge Rockwell, handed down 
his decision In her favor. In spite of 
thn battle that followed to reverse the 
decision It stood, and stands today. It 
was a great victory for the civil rights 
nf thq colored people In this state and 
had an Important' bearing In all the 
other northern states. 
For 85 years she has been an In- 
structor In the, public Hcholos, devot- 
ing all her time and energies In Im- 
proving the condition ot the colored 
people. Sha was greatly respected and 
esteemed by all with whom she asso- 
ciated. 


A system of baggage conveyance has 
been established In this city which Is 
going to raise some nice questions and 
points of law.

ate service of the commencement ex- 
ercises of the College of New Tork was 
held today In the Episcopal church of 
the Ascension.

"Many of the men who have amass- 
ed great fortunes attach too much Htj- 
portance to the rough and ready spirit 
which they believe to have aided them 
most materially. Mr. Schwab, we may 
conclude, has little confidence In edu- 
cation along higher lines as an assist- 
ant In business affairs. 
"The men of millions have power. 
Wherever they throw the vast Impulse 
of their capital, the labors are acooro* 
pllshed. They have unlimited power. 
Young men see this and what is the 
result? 
They throw - themselves like 
fagots Into the furnace of material pro- 
duction."

York, June 16.—The 12 men who, 


Since 12 IB o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
at the conclusion, of the judge's charge, 
Considered the evidence in the third 
irlal ot Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy for the 
, inurdpr of "Dolly" Reynolds, reported 
r«;o\Judge Newburger at 10:25 o'clock 
this morning that they were unable to 
egiee on a verdict. The Judge at once 
discharged the jury from further ser- 
vice and temanded the prisoner to the 
(Tombs. When the foreman of tho jury 
announced the inability to agree, Dr. 
Kennedy seemed unable to comprehend 
the situation. Then the tears came to 
his eyes and In his face showed the ef- 
fort he was making to control himself 
and crush his disappointment. But the 
smile that had been marked through 
most of the trial came back quickly and 
grew brighter as he caught the eye of 
Mr. Moore, his Attorney. 
Immediately after the adjournment 
of court the attorneys for,the aelensu 
asked Judge Newburger In regard to 
their next step in behalf of Dr. Ken- 
nedy. The Judge said ithat they should 
see District Attorney Phllbln as to 
.•whether he would agree upon the course 
to be pursued. He'said that he (the 
judge) would be put; pf town tomor- 
rowMr. Moore will ask District Attorney 
'Phllbln to move the quashing of the 
Indictment and if the latter does not 
take this step to free Dr. Kennedy, Mr. 
Moore himself will make that motion, 
arguing that the state has shown twice 
Its ability to convict his client of the 
crime charged and that the old Idea of 
two disagreements being equivalent to 
an acquittal ought to prevail <in this 


On the first ballot taken the six who 
were willing to vote in advance of a 


discussion of the case stood: For ac- 
quittal 2, for conviction ot murder in 
first degree, 3; for second degree, 1. 
The other six put in blanks. 


The first formal ballot resulted: For 
ac'.iulttal, 6; for conviction", 6.

Advices received at the department In- 
dicated that this would occur soon. 
Cailles Is a man of considerable In- 
fluence who. with his backing of some 
hundreds of men, has been a menace 
to the efforts of the artillery authorities 
to stamp out the rebellion in Luzon. 
Hip capitulation, therefore, Is regarded 
with much satisfaction by the author- 
ities here, who nay they see In It an- 
other evidence of the disintegration of 
the Insurgent forces. 
For more than a year past General 
Cailles has commanded the Insurgent 
forces operating on the east side of Bay 
lake north <of Manila. He is said to be 
a French half caste and during the last 
revolution he has acquired a reputa- 
tion for vlndlctlveness and cruelty. The 
society of Mando-Ducats whose prac- 
tice It was to assassinate and bury 
alive those of their countrymen who 
accepted American sovereignty when- 


ever the latter fell Into their hands, 
operated with the cognizance, If not 
the support of General Cailles. At one 
time Cailles offered a reward of $10 
for the heads of all Americans brought 
to him, and more recently he ottered 
a reward of $10,000 for the head of Cap- 
tain Edward N. Jones, Jr., of the Eighth 
Infantry. 


Since the capture 
of Aguinaldo, 
Cailles, who was one of the few Insur- 
gent leaders who did not surrender un- 
der the terms of amnesty, has been 
persistently pursued by the American 
troops. He was declared to have been 
wounded In one engagement last month 
and negotiations for his surrender have 
been going on with General Sumner for 
some -weeks past. He was declared to 
be an outlaw by the American authori- 
ties and this fact, which meant that he 
could not expect to enjoy Immunity for 
his past deeds and violations of honor- 
able warfare but would have to stand 
trial on the many charges against him 
doubtless compelled him to prolong his 
reslstence. 
The members of the federal party ad- 
vised him to surrender but this he per- 
sistently refused to do until he saw 
that his capture was inevitable. 
Cailles was a man with considerable 


Influence with the Filipino people and 
an aggressive fighter. He kept his fol- 
lowers well In hand, his system ot mo- 
bilization was excellent. In the moun- 
tains of Laguna province, where Cailles 
practically confined his operations, he 
had many advantages over the Ameri- 
can troops frequently sent to dislodge 
him and rendered their efforts futile.

TUBERCULOSIS 


IN COLORADO 


Denver,- June 18.—The discussion of 
onsumptlon was the feature of the 
penlng session of the Colorado State 
Medical society's thirty-first 
annual 
dnventlon today. 
Dr. Henry Bewail reported for a com- 


-nittee on the subject "Tuberculosis In 
Colorado." He said that In 16 months 
o May 1, 1901, 1,674 deaths from tuber- 
ulosls were reported. In 970 cases the 
Isease originated outside of Colorado, 
n 480 cases the origin was not given, 
n 224-cases, or 13.32 per cent., disease 
rlglnated In Colorado. Several dec- 
ors protested against giving out such 
tatement and claimed that Dr. Sew- 
.ll's statistics had not been numerous 
:nough nor covered a sufficient period 
o warrant such conclusions.
